(a) A claim shall not be considered under section 503(a)
of this title unless the property on which the claim

was based was owned wholly or partially,. directly or
indirectly by a national of the United States on the
date of the loss and if considered shall be considered
only to the extent the claim has been held by one or ::
more nationals of the United States continuously there~.
after until the date of filing with the Commission

The Regulations of the Commission provide.

The claimant shall be the moving party and shgll have
the burden of proof on all issues involved in the
determination of his claim. (FCSC Reg., 45 C.F:R.
